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Seasonable Notes on Culture of Florists’ Stock 


CARE OF YOUNG ROSES 

It is from now on up to the time that they are 
planted, that young stock of roses should naturally take 
up a good deal of the grower’s time. There is nothing 
so effective in having good stock as timely potting into 
larger pots as growth proceeds. When potting it is ad- 
visable to separate the thriftiest from those that are the 
slowest in growth. For the first potting and also for 
other shifts the soil to use is that employed for the 
benches, which is generally three parts of rotten sod, to 
one of good cow manure, with about a four-inch potful 
of bone meal to a wheelbarrow load of the compost. 
Good drainage should be provided, by using potsherds 
of suitable size with the rough pieces of sod placed upon 
the erocks. As soon as the plants are nicely tied up to 
stakes syringing should be given on all bright days for 
this is the only way to keep down red spider. Greenfly 
must also be guarded against for when it once gains a 
Fumigate lightly once 
Do not overwater 


foothold it is hard to dislodge. 
or twice a week to keep them clean. 
the plants and on the other hand see that they do not 
become too dry. Go over them every day and later on 
two or three times a day and give those that are the 
dryest a good watering, thus ensuring an even amount 
of moisture all over. Do not keep them higher than 


about 58 degrees at night. 
FORCING PEONIES 

Clumps of these plants that were lifted last fall with 
the intention of forcing them can be started now, and 
will do better than if started earlier. They can be given 
a house where the temperature is about 50 degrees at 
night. After they have made some growth maintain 
a uniform temperature of from 55 to 60 degrees during 
the night with 10 or 15 degrees more under sun heat. 
Give them a syringing on all good days until buds begin 
to open when it should be discontinued. When the buds 
begin to develop remove the lateral buds so that only 
one remains to a growth. Give them feeding with 
liquid manure liberally when they have made a fair 
growth and up to the time that they show color. 

LILIES FOR EASTER 

Lilies that are intended for this date should be expos- 
ing their cluster of buds by this time. Where this is the 
case they will not need very hard forcing. A tempera- 
ture of about 60 degrees at night will be right for the 
next couple of weeks. Where they are not showing their 
buds and have plenty of roots give them a temperature 
65 to 70 degrees of brisk heat, as it will be necessary to 
have the buds showing color by the middle of March so 
that they can have a few days to finish up in a cooler 
temperature. All firmly established lilies with lots of 
roots when making extreme growth and pushing up their 
buds in a high temperature will consume great quanti- 
ties of water, so never let them suffer in the least for the 
want of it. From now on those that are in bud can 
have some liquid manure once a week and later twice a 
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week, but always apply it with caution. Now is th 
time to keep a sharp look-out for the ever-bothersom 
aphis. Fumigate once or twice a week so as to preven; 
them from getting embedded among the buds. Give thy 
plants room and turn them around for the next fey 
weeks. They will have a more uniform shape and be 
ter foliage for so doing. 
LILY OF THE VALLEY FOR EASTER 

Now is the time to fill some 5, 6 and 8-inch pans or 
pots for Easter as there is always a good demand fg 
them. Place just as many pips as will comfortably fi 
each receptacle. These can be set on a bench in a eo 
house that stands anywhere from 50 to 55 degrees a 
night. They will not need any shading now as the 
come near their natural flowering time. When grown 
this way you will have fine bells with excellent foliag. 
It will take from five to six weeks to flower them. When 
the flowers are well out they can be kept in a cool part 
of the house and shaded, which will give them greater 
substance. 

ORCHIDS 


When we reach the latter part of February and from 
that on, the days are lengthening out, and light become 
stronger which generally ends the resting period of 
most orchids. Now is the best time to make a genenl 
repotting and top dressing, but do not over-pot, and 
those that are doing well it will be better not to dis 
turb, but just pick out some of the old compost and 
replace with fresh material. It is better to give al 
orchids when potted a place where they can be frequently 
syringed, and have abundance of moisture about them. 
(Continue very careful watchfulness in watering all newly 
potted plants for any over-watering at this period is ven 
injurious to most species of orchids under cultivation. 
Give them a good sponging with some good insecticide 
such as nicoticide, or fir tree oil with water to eradicate 
the different pests that spread so rapidly as the wam 
weather comes. All orchids will need some shade nor 
that the sun is becoming more powerful, but do mt 
darken up too much. Shading that can be run up ani 
down from the inside is the best as when the su 
weak in morning they can have the benefit of its mol 
erate influence and also when it is on the wane in the 
afternoon, and as well during all cloudy days. Gir 
care to ventilating so as to ensure a circulation of fret 
air without cooling the temperature of the house t™ 
much. 

RHODODEN DRONS FOR EASTER 

Give those intended for Easter a house where the tel 
perature stands about 55 degrees at night and later ® 
you may have to give them 5 or 10 degrees more to hare 
them in on time. Keep them well syringed every 
day and have lots of moisture in the atmosphere, as they 
like it, until the flowers begin to show color when they 
should have a dryer atmosphere with a nig!it temperature 
of from 50 to 55 degrees. When the flowers are 
out give them some shade; it will keep the bloom # 
better quality. Never let them get dried out at roots® 
it spoils the flowers.

WORK IN THE LATE HOUSES 

All late houses that are not already cleaned and put 
into shape for the growing season should be pushed 
along at once. Buds will be moving as March comes in 
and greater risks will be taken by leaving this work 
until then. After any bud has bursted its first scales— 
which may rightly be termed a “first defense”—injury 
from the use of insecticides or soaps is very easy. Any 
additional borders should be added at once as the roots 
are active even before the bud. Peach borders must not 
be disturbed at this season or falling buds will result. 
Any root pruning or the like must be left for another 
year and done at the right season. A top dressing ap- 
plied carefully so as not to injure the surface roots will 

all right. There is no immediate hurry for the com- 
pletion of new borders, although the sooner they are 
done the better. The young trees will be plunged out- 
side and protected or stored in a cool house. As no 
fruit will be expected the first year there is nothing to 
lose for two weeks longer. Where it is compulsory to 
make up new borders in averse weather the ingredients 
can be mixed in the house and placed in position later. 


CHERRIES 


Cherries are a quick-maturing little fruit, eagerly 
sought by all lovers of fruit. Today we have varieties 
of sweet cherries that one can hardly realize have 
deseended from their wild neighbors through the ages 
of time, assisted by man’s skill. Pot cherries are an 
acquisition to any house during the short season it 
takes them to mature. The blossoms are always profuse, 
followed immediately by the tiny fruit which, in turn, 
takes on an appetizing color making them ideal decora- 
tive specimens. ‘These can be easily transferred to a 
palm room or conservatory where the owner has ready 
acess enabling them to gather the fruit as they like. 
Before this state of perfection is reached a grower is 
liable to be up against his troubles, the chief one being 
a shyness to set the fruit. This 1 attribute largely to 
lack of air and motion. We know that when a cherry 
growing outside is in flower it is a season of breezes. 
The flowers themselves are continually on the move and 
the pollen has every chance to get around. Now in a 
house with perhaps only six or eight inches of air on 
and that to the leeward, everything perforce must be 
very still. To make things as natural as possible the 
trees should be given a gentle shake four or five times 
a day while in flower in addition to pollinating at noon. 
Keep the roots moderately wet, giving water when 
needed. Avoid anything near a dryness which will 
cause the trees to wilt. By starting now fruit will be 
Tipe well ahead of any outside. 


CARE OF POT NECTARINES AND PEACHES 


Peaches and nectarines that have set their fruit and 
commenced to swell will need a raise in temperature and 
eomne, humid, atmosphere.

For the 
present take off any fruit which by its position you can 
see will never have room to develop, others being so 
close that one will have to be dispensed with, and then 
there are the deformed ones. Some varieties have a 
way of supplying a quantity of flowers with two pistils 
which of course are useless. Later on reduce the num- 
ber to about a crop and a half, which should be car- 
ried over the stoning period to allow of a few going 
wrong through this critical stage. 
ESTABLISHED VINES 


Established vines now breaking will need removing 
from their bent position to one more natural.. It is not 
advisable to tie them up to the wires right away; let 
them hang at “half mast” for a week or two. This will 
still help all breaks to get an equal amount of sap. 
Needless to say this is a tedious job for a growth rubbed 
off a spur means a disfigurement as well as time to re- 
place it. Gradually bring the rods up to their right 
position. In the meantime support must be given to 
any strong lateral growths which may break themselves 
cut with their own weight. This is more particularly 
so where the leaders of young vines are growing away ; 
these will be the heaviest and are the most important. 
Once broken out it is hard to get the next one to grow as 
straight as you desire and often by the time this is likely 
to happen this second lateral has been stopped. To 
avoid danger of a leading growth falling out tie a thin 
bamboo cane down the old rod and then support the 
young growth for a while. 

CUCUMBERS 

Cucumbers sown early in the year and now growing on 
the benches, will need a top dressing every ten days, or as 
soon as the roots show through to the surface. This 
keeps the roots continually seeking the new nutritious 
soil, giving health and vigor to the plant. Stop the 
growths at every second or third leaf and do not be 
afraid to pinch out a few altogether as overcrowding 
is detrimental at all points. Keep the male flowers 
picked off and a sharp look-out for aphis. As the plants 
commence to swell the first crop and the majority are 
about half grown, some liquid manure water twice a 
week will greatly assist them. 

FORCING RHUBARB 


From now on as the weather breaks rhubarb will 
force easily if a sufficient quantity of stable manure is 
placed around it, covering the clump first with a large 
pot or barrel. A quantity can be covered at once thus 
increasing the heating of the manure. It is best to let 
the ground commence to thaw, before trying to force 
rhubarb this way. The heat from the manure will 
warm up the soil the roots are growing in and the space 
left by the pot or barrel will be filled with a warm 
humid atmosphere made by the heating manure and the 
moisture from the soil. No light is necessary, the stalks 
eating about the same either blanched or having their 


natural color.

VENTILATING ON CLOUDY DAYS 


Ventilation on cloudy days when there is no sun at 
all is of great importance. It is best to run the houses 
cool—say 6 degrees above the night temperature—with 
gcrack of air. Never run a house more than 10 degrees 
above the night temperature on the first sunny day 
after several cloudy ones. During cloudy weather the 
evaporation through foliage is very slight; the roots 
therefore become less active; a bright day following, 
should the house be run too warm, the evaporation 
through foliage will be greater than the roots can sup- 
ply and the plants will wilt even though the soil is 
plenty wet enough. 

SYRINGING 


Never syringe the first clear day after a cloudy spell 
unless it is absolutely necessary. The new growth is 
bound to be a bit soft and it is well to have the plants 
well-hardened before syringing. When syringing, do 
it as quickly as possible. Also syringe so as to throw 
most of the water over the bench into the walk. It does 
not do the plants good to be drowned by careless syring- 
ing. Never neglect to shake plants well and use lime as 
directed last week. 

BRIDES AND BRIDESMAIDS 


These two varieties are still favorites with many peo- 
ple in spite of the popularity of the Killarneys. When 
well grown, a better rose for all around purposes is yet 
tobe found. A few words about these two old standard 
varieties may be of interest to those who still favor them. 

Where grafted plants can be had it is much better to 
secure such, although many have equal success with own- 
root stock. In taking wood off "Maids for cuttings be 
very careful to take wood only from plants showing 
dark pink flowers. Any Mermets amongst the *Maids 
should have been marked previously. If wood is plenti- 
ful make all heel cuttings, two eyes and heel to a cut- 
ting. These will make ideal plants if treated right. 
Treat much the same as previously advised for Beauties, 
both in sand and pot. 


THE KILLARNEYS 


Old plants of these roses do very good, but should a 
lot of young plants be wanted, take wood only from 
those bearing the most double flowers with good color. 
“Like produces like,” applies well to roses, and cuttings 
taken from poor plants producing poor flowers can 
re be expected to produce strong, healthy, vigorous 
plants. 

POTTING 


Should cuttings be well-rooted it is unwise to leave 
them in the sand any longer, for a cutting well-rooted 
ceasessto be a cutting and in reality is a young plant. 
=—_—_— 


A bench of sand is no place for it. Pot quite firmly 
and yet not so firm as to interfere with drainage. 


CROCKING POTS . 


Usually the first potting is into 2%4-inch pots. Where 
charcoal can be had, a better crock cannot be had. Cin- 
ders, or broken pots and even gravel are sometimes 
used with good success, the large growers using no crock 
at ail in small pots. Use no more crock than is neces- 
sary. The long 214-inch pot or “rose pot” as it is some- 
times called, makes an ideal pot for young roses. 

HOUSING THE YOUNG PLANTS 

Young plants are usually housed with the old plants 
producing flowers. They should be given the bést bench 
in the house. In taking out old plants, it is some- 
times troublesome to remove all the soil. A good way 
is to remove about two inches of the top soil, then apply 
a good coat of lime. The bench can then be filled with 
ashes and leveled and is then ready to receive the newly 
potted plants. The lime will prevent worms, etc., from 
crawling through the ashes into the pots. Where sand 
can be had a thin layer can be applied over the ashes, 
thus making a better stand for the pots. 

Keep the house a little cooler if possible and shade 
the newly potted plants with newspapers for the first 
few bright days covering them later and uncovering 
earlier until finally the shade can be omitted altogether. 

In setting the pots on the bench be very careful to set 
them all level. A pot not set level will shed water, and 
become dry much sooner than one set level, thus causing 
the plants to be very uneven in moisture. 

In syringing the old plants on a bench next to the 
young ones syringe so as not to throw all the spider and 
water on the young plants. Syringe the young plants 
very carefully as often as is necessary. It is best not to 
use too much pressure for this. Do not neglect to fumi- 
gate. Nothing hinders a young plant more than green 
fly in great numbers. 

SOIL FOR NEXT SEASON 

The ground being frozen it is a good idea to cover 
the sod intended for 1913 with an inch or more of good 
manure. The sod will quickly absorb the nutritious 
parts of it as soon as the ground thaws. Where it can 
be done it is well to keep all the grass mowed down 
during the summer. This will make the grass produce 
a large quantity of roots and when heaped in the fall 
it will make ideal soil for the next season.

Young men from the 
city, with their wealth and ambition, 
have studied the various branches at 
the colleges and have joined the na- 
tives in beautifying and in making the 
country pay. Rural progress must 
come by the people themselves. With 
the better machinery that is being 
made to assist the farmers and with 
their reasonable degree of privileges 
and promise of improvements, every- 
thing is favorable to progress.

MASSACHUSETTS HORTICUL- 
TURAL SOCIETY. 

Robert Cameron, superintendent of 
the Harvard Botanical Gardens, Cam- 
bridge, gave a highly instructive and 
interesting lecture on “Flower Cul- 
ture” before the Massachusetts Horti- 
cultural Society in Horticultural Hall, 
Boston, on Saturday afternoon, Febru- 
ary 10.

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THE VICTORIAN MEDAL AND ITs 
MEANING. 
Boston Transcript Editorial. 


Honors from abroad appear to be 
coming thickly Boston’s way this year. 
The bestowal by the Royal Horticul- 
tural Society of Great Britain of the 
Victorian medal for distinguished 
services in horticulture, upon E. H. 
Wilson of the Arnold Arboretum is 
the latest and not the least deserved. 
The society does not distribute these 
badges of distinction loosely or indif- 
ferently. In fact it can hardly be said 
to distribute them at all. When a 
vacancy occurs among the holders, it 
canvasses with greatest care the ranks 
of those eminent in the science and 
selects the one who in its judgment 
is most worthy of the succession. If 
it has any prejudices they would 
naturally find expression in favor of 
its own country, and it is highly 
stimulating to the armour propre of 
our citizens that nowhere else in the 
world was one found so deserving of 
the recognition as in Boston. 

Science is an exacting mistress. 
She plays no favorites. Those upon 
whom she confers her rewards have 
won something more substantial than 
a passing compliment. In the present 
instance it is a recognition of large 
achievement not less entitled to the 
acknowledgment it has received be- 
cause outside the usual course of 
human endeavor, but rather more so 
by reason of that fact. Mr. Wilson 
has been an earth-girdler in the in- 
terests of the Arnold Arboretum, not 
for the glory of the institution, which 
follows as a matter of course, but for 
the enrichment of the tree and shrub 
life of the country which it is the pur- 
pose of the Arboretum to develop. To 
accomplish what has been done re- 
quired not only profound knowledge of 
the fundamentals of the service but 
enterprise, courage, endurance and 
patience to make practical application 
of that knowledge and cause it to be 
productive of notable results. 

All this, in a general way, describes 
the character of Mr. Wilson’s experi- 


ences. He has had to carry on his , 


work with no definite program or line 
of instruction to guide him. His ex- 
pert judgment, his fine discernment 
and his unflagging enthusiasm have 
been the qualities and forces upon 


which he has had to depend. His work | 
dangers and | 
He has found his richest | 


has involved fatigue, 
hardships. 
treasures in far-away countries and 
“forbidden” lands. He has known 
what to take and what to leave. He 


has labored with economy and a fair 


degree of certainty, but he has always | 
given the benefit of a doubt to any | 
a promise of | 


discovery that had 
potential value. Our readers will re- 
call a comprehensive and appreciative 
article by Winthrop Packard in the 


issue of the 10th of last May in which 
the service of Mr. Wilson was more 
fully presented to the public than has 
been done elsewhere. 

Referring back to that article we 
were told that the object of his expe- 
dition to Western China and Tibet 
was three-fold: to collect seeds of all 
plants, especially conifers; to obtain 
dried and pressed specimens, and to 
bring back as many as possible of the 
growing plants themselves. But be- 
sides the conifers, which were the 
main purpose of the expedition, “there 
were three hundred and fifty and more

varieties of trees and shrubs which 
came from this Chinese hinterland. 
Among these is one species of peach 
which is thought to be the original 
stock from which our modern, much 
cultivated varieties came. There is a 
new almond, a new and very fine 
poplar, two beeches and a Chinese 


sassafras, the only other variety 
this species besides our own,” < 
flowers there were six species of lilie, 
one of them new to science,

tions the “wood-oil” tree of China § 
now growing in the Arboretum.. Thy 
yields an oil said to be far superigr 
to linseed oil; it is the kind the Gy 
nese use to coat their junks since it s 
impervious and extremely durabe 
This is likely to prove of commerce 
value in this country and a companim 
acquisition to the lacquer tree whic 
has for some time been a tenant of the 
Arboretum grounds.

under the auspices of the Arnold 4 
boretum, backed by the directing e- 
ergy and wisdom of Professor Sar 
gent. Massachusetts is _ rightfully 
proud of the institution and its 
learned director, and the work of Mr. 
Wilson is well calculated to add to 
the frame of both.”

along than the city trade, which is in 
line with the trend in New York and 
other large trade centres. A notice- 
able feature of the counter trade is the 
fancy for calendulas, corn flowers, 
daisies, snapdragons and other oddi- 
ties of simple character. All these are 
to be had in this market and the old 
standard things have to suffer in con- 
sequence. As a general proposition 
the appearance of any flower on the 
curbstone stands hurts its appreciation 
with the patrons of the regular stores. 
Of Cattleyas, gardenias, etc., there is a 
sufficiency and sometimes more. 
Acacia pubescens is having its day 
just now. Bulb stock over plentiful, 
and it is the basis of many special 
bargain offers in the store windows. 
Single trumpet narcissi are badly con- 
gested. Doubles a little better, but 
neither of them will bring riches to 
the pocket of the forcer this year. 
Tulips are a failure generally. Never 
made so poor a showing. 
Trade continues fair and 
BUFFALO with a good supply of 
material to fill all de- 
mands. There have been enough 
flowers on all lines except roses, which 
continue to be on the short side—that, 
is, only shorts and medium grades. 
Consumers in the short roses have had 
to turn to other items such as lilies 
and other making-up material, and 
which have been in good supply both 
in white and pink. Magnificum lilies 
have sold better this winter than pre- 
vious years, and the demand contin- 
ues. Carnations are in good supply, 
also spring flowers. Le Reine tulips 
are fine, also Yellow Prince, jonquils, 
Von Sion and poeticus narcissus. As- 
paragus has not been over-plentiful 
and the southern stock is now con- 
sumed in large quantities. 


The gradual easing up of 

CHICAGO of the shortage of stock 
is the feature of the past 

week. Not that there is any great dif- 
ference in prices being quoted as be- 
fore except in some few cases, but there 
is more for the buyer who wants the 
cheaper goods to select from. The ad- 
ditional supply is felt less in roses 
than in carnations, and the latter can 
how be said to be fully equal to the de- 
mand and no fancy prices are expect- 
ed at present. The market is well sup- 
Dlied with good Beauties and the de- 
nage for them is very gratifying to 
me growers. Lily of the valley has 
m a little ahead of the demand but

the cold weather. Here is a city of 
half a million prosperous people threat- 
ened with a shut down of factories and 
a suspension of street car traffic be- 
cause of lack of fuel.

It would be 
most comical and laughable were it 
not so serious in its consequences. 


There is _ little 
PHILADELPHIA change to be 
noted in this 
market since last week. The weather 
has been very cold, which has caused 
considerable congestion in most lines 
—especially carnations, sweet peas, 
daffodils and orchids. All kinds of 
stock in generous supply except per- 
haps in some kinds of roses. Ameri- 
can Beauty is very short, and there 
is no prospect of much improvement 
for some time to come. White roses 
also continue short. Richmonds have 
improved both in quantity and qual- 
ity. These show up now in good 
shape in flowers, stems and foliage. 
At this writing (Monday) some good 
advance orders are on hand for 
Valentine Day—including mostly the 
moderate priced subjects such as vio- 
lets, pansies, daffodils, carnations, 
sweet peas, daisies and lily of the 
valley—although there has also been 
a fairly good advance demand for 
orchids and some other choice items. 
Snapdragon has improved in quality 
and is now fairly plentiful and good, 
except in pink, which is very scarce 
indeed. Mignonette is extra good at 
present; fine large spikes and well- 
filled-out flowers. Daffodils are very 
plentiful and good and very cheap. 
If the weather would only moderate 
a little there would be a far better 
demand for such stock.

The 
result of this is that the call for the 
medium and lower grades of flowers 
has been reduced by at least fifty per 
cent. for the past several weeks, while 
the demand for first-class stock has in- 
creased by about the same percentage, 
and the supply decreases accordingly 
as there has been no let up in the low 
temperature of the capital. The re- 
sult is that with the possible exception 
of sweet peas high prices are prevail- 
ing.

Bristol, R. “ae fire visited one of 
S. A. Geisler’s greenhouses in the 
Mount Lane district on the night of 
Feb. 10, badly damaging the house 
and practically destroying the entire 
contents, the loss amounting to near- 
ly $900. Only the good work of the 
firemen prevented the blaze from 
spreading to other houses in the 
range.
